N the ſecond ame bis Maieſties ropall autho⸗ 
ouer all eſtates both ſpirituall and tem⸗ 
pozall,is confirmed. Which Acte, ſome of malice 
and ä — ſome of Ignoꝛance, doth traduce, as if 
his Maieſtie pꝛetended fo be called the head of 
the Church: 1 name which his Maieſtie ac⸗ 
knowledgeth to be pꝛoper and peculiar to the 
fonne of God the Sauiour of the woꝛld, who is 
the head, and beſfoweth life ſpirituall vpon the 
members of his miſticall body, and he hauyng 
recetued the holy ſpirite in all aboundance, mas 
keth enery one of the faithful, pertakers there⸗ 
of, accoꝛding to the meaſure of faith beſfowed 
dpon them. Df the which number of the faith- 
ful vnder the head Chaiſt,hts Maieſtie acknow⸗ 
ledgeth himſelfe to be a member, baptiſed in his 
name, pertaker ofthe myſterio of the crolle and 
holy communion, and attending with the faith- 
full fo2 the comming of the Loꝛd, and the finall 
reſtitution of Gods elect. And not withſtanding, 
his Maieſtie ſurely vnderſtandeth by the ſcrip- 
tures, that he is the chiefe and pꝛincipall mem- 
ber appointed by the law of God, to ſe God glo- 
riſied, vice puntſhed,x vertue maintained with⸗ 
in his Nealme, and the ſoueraigne indgement 
fo2 a godly quietneſſe and aꝛder in the common 
wealth, to RT to hts highnelle let and 
uitude.

folicitude. Which power and authoꝛzitie of his 
highneſſe,certaine miniſters being called befoze 
his Maieſtie foz their ſedifious and factions ſer⸗ 
mons in ſtirring vp of the people to rebellion as 
gainſt their natine king (by the inftigation of 
ſundzy vnquiet ſpirites) would in no wyſe ac⸗ 
knowledge but diſclaime his Paieſties authos 
ritie as an incompetent iudge: and ſpectally one 
called . Andrew Meluile an ambitious man, 
of a ſalt and ffery humour, bſurping the pulpit 
of Sandroyes, without any lawfull callyng, and 
pꝛiuie at that tyme to cerfaine conſpiracies at⸗ 
tempted againſt his Maieſtie and crowne, went 
about in a Sermon vpon a Sunday, to inflame 
the hearts of tho people, by odious compariſons 
of his Maieſties pꝛogenitours and counſaile,al- 
beit the duetie of a faithfull pꝛeacher of the Goo 
ſpell be rather to exhoꝛt the people to the obedi⸗ 
ence ot their natiue King, and not by popular 
Sermons (which hath bane the euerſton and 
decap of great cities and common wealths, and 
hath greatly in tymes paſt bꝛed diſquietnefſe fo 
the ſtate thereby) to trouble and perturbe the 
countrey. The ſayd M. Andrew beyng called 
befoze his highneſfſe, pꝛeſumptuouſſp anſwered 
that he would not be indged by the king c coun⸗ 
ſaile, becauſe he had ſpoken the ſame in pulpit, 


which pulpit in effect he alleged to be exempted 


frem the iudgement &co2rection ef pzinces,as if 

that holy place ſanctified to the wozdof God, and 

to the bꝛeaking of the bzead of life, might be as

- againlt the lawfull authoꝛitie without puniſh⸗ 


ment. Alwaies his Maieſtie (being of himſelfe 
a moſt gratious Pꝛince) was not willing to 
haue vled any rigour againſt the ſaide Maiſter 
Andrew, if he had humbly ſubmitted himſelfe, 
acknowledged his offence, and craued pardon, 
Who notwifhffanding afraid of his owne guil⸗ 
tines being pꝛiuie to diuers conſpiracies befoze, 
lied out of the Realme, whoſe naughty and pꝛe⸗ 
ſunptaons'refuſing of his Highnes iudgement 
was the occaſion ofthe making of this ſeconde 
Attezvidclicetzthat none ſhould decline from his 
highnes authoꝛitie, in reſpect that the common 
Pꝛouerbe beareth, Ex malis moribus bonæ leges 
natæ ſunt: that is, Of euill maners god lawes 
p20ccede. And in verie deede it wanteth not any 
right intollerable arrogancy in any Subieck cal⸗ 
led befoze his Pꝛince, p2ofeffing and antthoꝛi⸗ 
ſing the ſame truth, to diſclaime his authoꝛitie, 
neither doe the Pꝛophets, Apoſtles, noꝛ others 
(conducted by the ſpirite of God) miniſter 5 like 
example: fo2 it is a great errour to affirme (ag 
many doe) that Pꝛinces and Magiſtrates haue 
onely power to take oꝛder in ciuill affaires, and 
that Eccleſiaſticall matters doth onely belong 
to the Miniſterie. By which meanes the Pope 
of Rome hath exempt himſelfe and all his Cler⸗ 
gie, from all iudgements of Pꝛinces, ⁊ he made 
himſelf to be Judge of Judges, and to be iudged 
ofno man: whereas by the contraxie, not e 
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and Rings of the old Teſtament, but alſo by the 
new Zeltament, and the whole hiſtoꝛp of the 
bꝛimitiue Church, in the which the Emperozs 
being Judges ouer the biſhop of Rome, depoſed 
them from their ſeates, appointed Judges to de⸗ 
cide and determine in cauſes Ercleſtaſtical, and 
chalenge innocent men as Athanaſius from the 
determination of the Councell holden at Tyrus, 
and by mfinite god reaſons which ſhall bee ſet 
downe by the grace of God in an other ſeuerall 
wozke ſhall be ſuffictently-p2oned and verified. 
But this appeareth at this pꝛeſent to bee an vn⸗ 
timely and vnpꝛolitable queſtion, which hath 
no ground vpon their part, but of the pꝛepoſte⸗ 
rous imitation of the pꝛetended iurildiction ol 
the Pope of Rome. Fo? if there were any que⸗ 
ſtion in this land of hereſie whereby the pꝛo⸗ 
found myſteries of the Scripfures behwued to 
be ſearched foꝛth, his Maieſtie would vle the 
ſame remedy (as moſt expedient) which moſt 
godly Emperours hath vſed: And his Maieſtie 
following their example, would alow the coun⸗ 
cell of learned Paſtours, that by conference of 
Scripfures, the veritie might be opened and he⸗ 


keſie repꝛeſſed. But God be thanked we haue 


no ſuch controuerſtes in this land, neither hath 


any hereſie taken any deepe rote in the country, 


but that certaine ot the miniſterie i toyning thẽ⸗ 
ſelues to rebels, hath traueled to diſquiet y Nats 


with ſuch queltions that the people might em

bꝛace any ſiniſter opinion of his Maieſties 05 
right p2oceedings, and factions might be nouri⸗ 
ſhed and entertained in the countr ey. either 
is it his maieſties meaning noꝛ intention in a⸗ 
ny ſoꝛt to takeaway the lawfull and oꝛdinarie 
iudgement in the Church, whereby diſcipline 
god oꝛder might decay, but rather to pꝛeſerue, 
maintaine, and increaſe the ſame. And as there 
is in the realme Juſtices, Conffables,Shirifes, 
Pꝛouoſts, Bailifes, and other iudges in tempo⸗ 
rall matters, ſo his Maieſtie aloweth that all 
things might be done in o2der, and a codly qut- 
etnes may be pꝛeſerued in the whole eſtate, the 
Sinodal aſſemblies by the 1Biſhops oꝛ Commil⸗ 
ſioners where the place was uſed to be conueni⸗ 
ent twile in the yeere,to haue the ozdinary trial 

of matters belonging fo the miniſktery and their 
eſtate. Alwaies reſeruing to his highneſſe, that 
if they oꝛ any of them doe amiſſe, neglect their 
duet ie, diſquiet the eſtate, oꝛ offend in any ſuch 
i -maner and ſoꝛt, that they in no wapes pꝛetend 
that immunitie pꝛiuiledge anderemptiv,which 
dnelp was inuented by the Popes of Rome, to 
fread vnder fote the ſcepters of Pzinces, and to 
eſtabliſh an Eccleſiaſticall tyꝛannp within this 
countrey,vnder pꝛetence ot new inuented Pꝛel⸗ 
biters, which neither ſhould anſwer to the king, 
noꝛ Biſhop vnder his Ma. but ſhould haue ſuch 
infinite iuriſdiction, as neither the la we of God 
noꝛ man can tolerate. Which 1s onelpy his Pas 


ieſties intention to repzelſe, and not to "wa as 
ap 
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way any godly o2 due oꝛder in the Church, as 
hereafter ſhall appeare. 


He third Act of his Paieſties fozeſaid Pars 

liament, diſchargeth all iudgements Eccle⸗ 
ſtaſtitall, and all aſſemblies which are not allo⸗ 
wed by his Maieſtie in Parliament, which ace 
ſpectally concerneth the remouing and diſchar⸗ 
ging of that fozme inuented in this land, called 
the pꝛelbyterie: wherin a number of Piniſters 
of a certeine pꝛecinct and boundes, accounting 
themſelues to be equal, without any difference, 
and gather ing vnto them certeine Gentlemen, 
and others of his Paieffies ſubiects, vlurpe all 
the whole Ecc leſtaſticall turiſdiction, and alte⸗ 
reth the lawes at their owne pleaſare, without 
the knowledge and appꝛobation of the king 02 p 
eſtate. A foꝛme of doing without example of oo 
nation.ſubiect fo a Chꝛiſtian Pꝛince Che pert 
whereof did ſo inereaſe that , in cale it had not 
bene repꝛeſled in due ſeaſon, and foꝛbidden by 
his Maieſties lawes, the ſame had troubled the 


whole countrey. And bering tried by his highnes 


to be the duerthꝛow of his Paieſties eſtate, the 


decay of his Crowne, and a ready introduction 


to Anababtiſtrie and popular confuſtonin all e⸗ 
ſtates, his maieſtie hath giuen commaundemtt 
againl? the ſame, And that the Reader may vns 
derſtand the daunger thereof by many inconues 


niences, which thereby enſueth in this lande, I 


will not onely ſet downe one whereby ther may

baſſadour of Fraunce returning heme vnto his 
owne countrey, commaunded the Pꝛouoſt, Ba⸗ 
lifes and Counſaile of Edingbrough to make 
him a banket, that he might be receiued honou- 


rably,acco2ding to the amitie of auncient times 


betwerne the two Nations. This commaund 
was giuen on the Saturday by his highnes: and 


the banquet appointed to be on the Monday. A 


number ofthe foꝛeſaid pꝛetended pꝛelbyterie vn 
derſtanding thereof, aſſembled themſclues on 


Sondayp in the mozning , and pzeſumptuouſly 


determined and agreed, that the Piniſters of E- 
dinbrough ſhould pꝛaclaime a faſting vppon the 
ſame monday „ where the ſeuerall Miniſters 
one after another, made thꝛer ſeueral ſermons 
inuectiues againſt the Pꝛouoſt, Bapliffes, and 
Counſaile fo2 the time, and the noble men in the 
cuntry, who repaired to the banquet at his Ma. 
tommaund. The foꝛeſaid pꝛeſbyterie called and 
perſwaded them, and ſcarfly by his Maieſties 
authozitie could bee witholden from excommu⸗ 
nic ating the ſaide Magiſtrates and noble men, 
foꝛ obeying onely his highnes lawfull command 
which the law of all countreys, called Ius genti- 
um, requires towards Embaſſadozs of forcing 


ttountreys. And not onelp in this, but innume⸗ 


rable other things, their commaundement was 
pꝛoclaimed directly, vnder the paine ol excõmu⸗ 
nication, to the kings Ma and his laws, Which 


ſeꝛme of pꝛoteeding, l nothing but dil⸗

manifeſtly apperre, in that, the ſpectall authoꝛs 


of the inuenting, pꝛomoting and alliſting of | 


the foꝛeſaide pꝛetended Pꝛel byteries, hath 10y- 
ned themſelues with his Pateſftes Rebels: and 
fleing foꝛth of the realme, in reſpect of their gil⸗ 
fines, hath diſcouered what malitious pzactiſes 
was deuiſed amongſt them, if God had not in 
time pꝛouided remedie. The other foꝛme of iudg 


ment which his Maieſty hath diſcharged, is the 
_  generallaſſembly of the whole Clergie in the 


Realme ; vnder pꝛetence whereof, a number bf 
Miniſters from ſundzy p2eſoyteries did alſem⸗ 
ble, with ſome Gentlemen ol the cuntrey, wher⸗ 
of ſome foꝛ that time malcontents of the eſtate, 
ſought that coloꝛ as fauozers of the Miniſterie, 
by the which thei haue pzactiſed many enterpꝛi⸗ 


ſes in the realme : where there was no terteine 


law in Eccleſtaſticall affaires, but all depended 
bpon the ſaide generall conuention, where the 
lawes of the church were alterable after the nũ⸗ 


ber of voices, which foꝛ the molt part ſucceeded 


vnto the moſt vnlearned of the multitude. This 
generall aſſembly amongſt other things did ap⸗ 
point and agree with his Maieſt. regentes in his 
highnes minoꝛitp, 5 the eſtate of biſhops which 


mainteined + authoꝛiſed: As it is regiſtred in p 


bokes of counſel, and ſubſcribed by the commil⸗ 


ſioners fo2 the time. Which oꝛder was obſerued 


many peeres, and Biſhops by their conſentes, 
ap⸗ 


but diſquietnes, ſcdition , and trouble: as may 


is one of the eſtates of Parliament , ſhould bes; 


e 
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E appolaten's fo the je vioceſſe, vneill within this 1 lafe 
time, in aſſemblies holden at Dundie and Glaſ- 
gow, reſpecing the fozeſatd miniſters a aſſemb⸗ 
lies, take vppon them, contrarie to their owne 
hand waiting,to diſcharge the eſtate, and to de⸗ 
tlare 5ᷣ ſame to be vnlawfull, in their pꝛetended 

maner. And ther? commaunded the Biſhops of 
the countrey to demit and leaue their offices 2 
turiſdictions, x that in no wiſe they ſhould paſſe 
to the kings Maieſties counſell, o: Parliament 
without commiſſion obteined from their aſſem⸗ 
bdlie: That they ſhould confirme nothing in par⸗ 
| - tamentand counſell, but accoꝛding to their acts 
and iniunctions. And further, they direced their | 
Commiſſioners to the kings maieſtie, comman 
ding him and the councell, vnder paine of ÿ cen⸗ 
ſures of the Church (whereby they vnderſtwde 
excdmunication) fo appoint no Biſhop in time 
to come, becauſe they had concluded that eſtate 
| to be bnlawfall. 


[1 Saw notwithſtanding, that which they would 
1 haue detected in the biſhops, they purpoſed fo e⸗ 
| | trett in themſelues, deſtring that ſuch commiſlio⸗ 
| ners as they thould ſend fo parliament and coũ⸗ 
|| fell, might bee authoꝛiſed in place of the eſtate, 
{| Whetbyifſhould haue come to pale, that where 
as now his Ma. may ſelect the molt godly, lear⸗ 
| | ned,wiſe andexperiniented of the miniſlerie, to

learned ſhould haue appointed, which could not 
fend but to the ouerthzow of the realme, where⸗ 
of that eſtate hath bene a fpectal ſtop. After they 
had diſcharged biſhops, they agred to haue Su⸗ 
perintendents,Commilſioners, and Uiſitours: 
but in the end, they diſcerned that there ſhould 
be no difference amongſt the miniſters, + ima⸗ 
gined that new foꝛme of Pzeſbiferte,wherof we 
haue ſpoken befoꝛe. Neither was there any os - 
ther appearance that they ſhould haue ſfaid fro 
ſuch daily alterations in the common wealth, 
which could not but continually be diſquieted, 
where the law of conſctence which they mains 
tained by the ſwoꝛd of curſing , was ſabiect fo 
ſuch mutations,at the arbitrement of a number 
whereof the molt part had not greatly taſted of 
learning. at our the foꝛeſaid aſſembly was accus 
ſtomed not only to pꝛeſcribe the law to the king 
and eſtate, but alſo did at certain times appoint 
general faſtings thꝛoughout the realme, ſpecial / 
ly when ſome factioners in the countrep was ts 
mwue any great enterpꝛiſe. Foz at the faſt, all þ 
miniſters was commanded by the aſſemblte to 
ſing one ſong, and to cry out vpon the abuſes, as 
they termed it ok the court and eſtate foꝛ y time, 
whereby it is moſt certaine great alterations to 
haue enſued in this land, while at the god plea⸗ 
ſure of God, and his bleſſing towardes his Ma. 
the pꝛetente of the laſt faſt was diſcouered, x his 


| Hhighnes deliuered from ſuch attempts, io hereby 


his 0 hath bene iuſtly moued to ac 
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ſuch contentions which might impoꝛt fo pꝛeiu⸗ 
dicially to his eſtate, But ſpecially his Ma. had 
no ſmall occaſion, whereas the ſame aſſemblie 
being met at Edenbrough, did authoꝛiſoc auow 
the fact perpetrate at Ruthuen, i in the takyng of 
his highnes moſt noble perſon. The which deed, 
notwithſtanding his Ma. with the aduiſe of his 
eſtates in Parliament accounted fo be treaſon, 
the ſaidafſembly eſteeming their iudgement to 
be the ſoueraigne iudgement of the realme, hath 
not onely appꝛoued the ſame, but ozdained all 
them to be excommunicate that would not ſub⸗ 

ſcribe and allow the ſame, So the actes of this 


aſſembly, and the lawes of the eſtate directly 


weighed in ciuil macter, with the which the al⸗ 
ſembly ſhould not haue medled, it behwued his 
highnes either to diſcharge himſelle of p crown, 
oꝛ the miniũerie of p foꝛme of aſſemblp, which 
in deede of it ſelfe, without the kings Maieſties 
licence appꝛobation, could not be la wfull. Like 
as generall councels at no time could aſſemblo 
ö the commaundement of the Emperour 

fo2 the time: and our king hath no leſſe power 
within his owne realme, then any of them had 
in the empire. Pea, the Biſhop of S. Androis had 
not in time of Poperie, power to conuent p Bi⸗ 
ſhops c clergie out of their owne Diocelle, with 


eut licence given be foꝛe of his highnes moſt no⸗ 


ble pꝛogenitoꝛs of god memoꝛie, and the cauſes 
thereot intimated x allowed. Hot withſtanding 


that his aieſties intention and meaning may 


ey 
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fnlly be bnderſfod, It is his highneſfle wil, ß the 
Biſhop v2 Commiſſioners of any Diocelle oz 
Pꝛouinte, oꝛ part thereof, ſhall at their Miſitati⸗ 
on appointed in euery parith, acco2dyng to the 
greatneſſe thereof, ſome honeſt, vertuous and 
diſcrete men, to aide and aſſiſt the Piniſter, and 
to haue the ouerſight and cenſure ot the maners 
and behauiour of the people of that pariſh, And 
if there be any notable offence woꝛthy of puniſh 
ment, that the Biſhop and Commiſſioners be 
aduertiſed thereof, who ſhall haue an Officer 
of armes to be aſſiſfant foz the puniſhment of 
vice, and executions to follow thereupon t that 
they who contemneth the godlp and lawkull oꝛ⸗ 
der of the Church, may finde by experience his 
maieſties diſpleaſure, and be puniſhed accoz- 
ding to their deſeruings. 

And further, his Maieſtie vpon neceſſary ot⸗ 
caſions which map fall fozth by diuers maner 
of wayes among the Clergie, vpon humble ſup⸗ 
plication made vnto his highnelle, will not re⸗ 
fuſe to graunt them licence to aſſiſt the biſhops, 
Commiſſioners, and ſome of the moſt vertuous, 
learned, and godlp, of their Dioceſſe, where ſuch 
Ectleſtaſticall matters as appertaineth to ths 
vnikoꝛmitie of doctrine, and conſeruation ok a 
godly oꝛder in the Church may be intreated and 
concluded in his maieſties owne pꝛeſence, 02 
ſome of his Maieſties honourable counſell, who 
ſhall aſliſt foz the tyme: Mhere, if neceſlitie ſu 
require, a ene _ en 48 the wh ole 
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realme may be commaunded, and by his Paie⸗ 
ties authoꝛitie pꝛoclaimed, to auoide the immi⸗ 
nent diſpleaſure and daunger of the wꝛath of 
the Loꝛdes iudgements, which is the right ende 
of publike humilitie, and not vnder pꝛetence 
thereof, to couer ſuch enterpꝛiſes, as hath here 
tofoze greatly diſquieted and troubled the peace 
of this common wealth, 


Me rr. Ace rattfieth and app2oneth, and e- 
L ſtabliſheth the eſtate of the Biſhops with - 


mm 
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in the realme, to haue the ouerſight and iuriſ⸗ 


diction, euerp one in their owne Dioces. Which 
loꝛme of gouernment, and rule in Eccleſtaſtical 
afraires,hath not onely continued in the church 
from the dayes of the Apoſtles, by continuall 
ſucceſſion of tyme, and many Martpꝛs in that 
calling ſhed their bloud foꝛ the trueth: but alſo, 
ſince this Realme embꝛaced and receiued the 
Chꝛiſtian religion, the ſame eſtate hath bene 
maintained fo the welfare of the Church, and 
guictneſſe of the realme, without any interrup⸗ 
tion, vntill within this few peeres, ſome curt- 
ous and buſte men haue pꝛactiſed fo induce in 


the miniſterie, an equalitie in all thinges , as 


well concernyng the pꝛeaching of the wozd, ad⸗ 
miniſtration of the Sacramentes, as like wiſe 


this 


in diſcipline, oꝛder and pollicie. The which con⸗ 

fuſion his Maieſtie finding by moſt dangerous 
experience, to haue bene the mother and Nurſe 
ol great factions, ſeditions and troubles within 
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this Realme,hath with aduiſe of his highnes e⸗ 
ſtates, aduiſedlp concluded the ſaid pꝛetended 
partie in diſcipline, oꝛders and pollicie in the 
Church, to be no longer tollerate in this Coun⸗ 
try: but the ſollicitude and care ot all churches 
in one dioceſſe, to appertaine to the Biſhop and 
commiſſioner thereof, who ſhall be aunſwera⸗ 
ble to God, and his Maieſtp, and eſfates,fo2 the 
right adminiſtration and diſcharge of the office 
of particular Miniſters, within the bourdes of 
their turiſdiction, Fo2 as it becommeth his Ma⸗ 
ieſtie, as Euſebius watteth of Conſtantinus the 
great, to be a Biſhop of Biſhops,and vniuerſall 
Wtilhop within his Kealme, in fo far as his ma⸗ 
ieſtie ſhould appoint euerie one to diſcharge his 
duetie: which his highneſſe cannot, his country 
being large and great, take him to euerie Mi⸗ 
niſter that ſhall offend, and tranſgreſle agaynſt 
duetie, oꝛ quarrell with the whole number of 3 
Miniſterie: but it behwueth his Maieſtie to 
haue Biſhops and ouer ſceers vnder him, which 
may bee aunſ werable foꝛ ſuch boundes, as the 
law and oꝛder of the countrey hath limited and 
appointed vnto euerie one of them. And 5 they 
hauing acceſle to his Pateſttes Parliament æ 
counſell, map intercide foꝛ the reſt of the bzeth28 
of the Miniſterie, pꝛopone their griefe vnfo hys 
highneſle and eſtates, and receiue his maieſties 
fauourable aunſwere therin. The which fozme 
doth pꝛeſerue a godly quietnes, vnitie, concoꝛde, 
and * in the eſtate, and an vnifozme oꝛder 
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in the church As contraviiwite the auen 
etzualitie deuideth the fame, and vnder the pꝛe⸗ 
teace of equalitp, maketh ſome of the moſt crat⸗ 
tie and ſabfill dealers to bee aduaunced and en⸗ 
riched: and in pꝛetending of partie, to ſceke nos 
thing but their owne ambition, and aduaunce⸗ 
ment aboue the reſt ofthe ſimple ſoꝛt. And not⸗ 
withſtanding that his Maieſtie hath reſtabli⸗ 
ſhed the ſaid eſtate, it is not his highnes will x 
intent, p the foꝛeſaid Biſhop ſhall haue ſuch full 
poder, as to do within his dioceſſe what he plea 
ſeth. Foꝛ as his Pa. cannot allow of any popu⸗ 
lar confuſis, wherm as the pꝛouerbe ſaith, Nulla 
tyrannis æquiparanda eſt tyrannidi multitudinis, 
That is, No ty2any can be compared to the ty⸗ 
rannp of a multitude, hauing commandement ⁊ 
power in his hands: ſo on the other part his M. 
will is, p the Biſhops authoꝛitie in any graue 
matter, be limited to the councel of 13. of p moſt 
aũcient, wiſe, 4 godly paſtoꝛs of his dioceſſe, ſe⸗ 
lected out of p whole ſynodal aſſembly of p pꝛo⸗ 
uince:by whoſe aduiſe,o2 at leaſt the moſt parte 
t92rof,p weightie affaires of the church may be 
gouerned, to the gloꝛp of God, e quietnes of the 
realme. Further, it is his highnes wil a cdöman⸗ 
gement, p their biſhops oꝛ commiſſioners, twiſe

Neither is it his Wa.meaning oꝛ intent, yp ſuch 
biſhops oz commiſſioners as ſhall be appointed, 
ſhall receiue their onely x full commiſſion of his 
Ma without admiſſion 02dinary, by ſach as ate 
appointed to that effect in p church: but haning 


his highnes nom ination, pꝛeſentat ion, and com⸗ 


mendation, as lawfull & onip patron, they to bee 
tried and examined, y their qualities are ſuch as 
thei are able to diſcharge their cure + office. And 
if if ſhall happen any of the ſaid biſhops oꝛ com⸗ 
miſſtoners,to bee negligtt iu their office,ozto be 
flanderous & offenſiue in their behaniour, life, x 
maners, in tyme to come, it is not his highnes 
wil, ÿ they ſhalbe exempted fro co2rection;notws 
ſtanding any pꝛiuilege ot his highnes eſtate, coũ 
ſell, oꝛ parliament, but their laboꝛs, trauels, dili⸗ 
gence, ⁊ behauiour, to be tried in the generall aſs 
ſembly, not cõſiſting ot a confuſed multitude, as 
if was befoꝛe, but of ſuch woꝛſhipfull perſons, as 
is heretofo2e pꝛeſcribed in his highnes pzelence, 
oꝛ his deputies to that effed. Laſtly, his maieſtie 
giueth commiſſion to the ſaide Biſhops, 02 coms 
milltoners at their viſitatios to colider in what 
part of p cuntrey,the exerciſe, oꝛ inlerpꝛetation 
of the ſcripture, vy conference of a certeine num 
ber of p Miniſterie within thoſe bounds, map bs 
molk commodtouſly once in euerie xb.daies. Foz - 
as his Ma. inhibits all vnlawfull meetings, that 
may ingender trouble t contention in the coun⸗ 
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ferie increaſe in knowledge e vnderſtanding, e 
by all meanes to foꝛtiſie c aduaunce the ſame.

And in the mean time his highnes inhibits and 


expꝛeſip foꝛbids, bnder the paines conteined in 
Its Ma. ats of parliament, & al other paines ar⸗ 
bitral, at his Ma. ſight # counſell,y no iniſter 
take in hand to aſſemble themſelues foꝛ the foꝛe⸗ 
ſaid cauſe, without the appointment x oꝛder ta⸗ 
ken by the ſaid biſhops oꝛ commiſſtoners:wher - 
by his highnes may be certeinly enfozmed , that 
the foꝛelaid Miniſters aſſemble not, to meddle 
with any ciuill matters, oꝛ affaires of eſtate, as 


was accuſtomed befoꝛe, but onelp to pꝛoſit in tho 
knowledge of the woꝛd, e to be comfoꝛted one by 
another, in the adminiſtration of their ſpirituall 


office: which his highnes wiſheth them fapth⸗ 
fully to diſcharge, then to call to God, that his 
Maieſtie may in a pꝛoſperous reigne entoy god 


am long life, and contuiue and increaſe into the 


fe are of the Almightie.
